Canadian Railways 

Hasler And Tees Comment 
Upon Duff Report Politic 
cal Economy Club 

CONDITIONS OUTLINED 

Development Of C. N. R. 
. System Traced — ^Possible 
' Solution Presented 

An- account of tne railway situation 
ln:Canadtf 'and thé Duff Report was 
given by W. H. Hasler and H. H. Tees 
at the first meeting of the Political 
Economy Club, held in the Arts Build- 
ing Smoking Room last night. Pro- 
fessor Leacock, honorary president of 
the "club, hi his introductory lemarks, 
welcomed the members and made men- 
tion of the positions to which foimer 
members of the club have r!3cn. 
..Hasler presented tho pi-ps-r.^ situa- 
tion and the problems of thr Canadian 
railways, and Tees gave the Duff Com- 
mission's suggestions as to a possible 
solution. Hasler. first gave a summary, 
of the raUways shice 1000, tracing their 
development j, through the periods of 
ccbncrâlô' cxjafUiO'î, extension of rail- 
ways transconthientally, depression, 
and the Great War. 

Financial Standing Bad 
In 1027, many of the expandhig sys< 
tenu», tocluding the Grand Trunk, were 
ta^'a very poor fhiancial position. In 
1010 the Canadian National was in- 
corporated, although it was not un- 
til 1023 that it reached its present for- 
mation, with Sir Henry Thornton as 
president. 

Hasler' went on to show; that the 
OJJ.R. has'been to a pwr financial 
condition stace Its Incorporation. Its 
debt at the end of 'ost year was two 
and -a;;half •billions. They owned more 
towjlhan the OPJ».,;.but although 
tlie operating revenue was four hun- 
dred million dollars more, tho stir- 
plus was one hundred and thirty mil- 
lions less.

This, at least, may be Inferred from 
a statement that "people In England 
would be very shocked If they saw col- 
lege men and womeii living in the same 
house, as they do here at the Inter- 
national House," made by Prof. J. B. 
S. Haldane, vislttog Hitchcock Foun- 
dation lecturer from the University of 
Cambridge. 

Commenttog further, in an Inter- 
view to the Callfornian, on his first 
impressions of college life on the cam- 
pus as compared with that at Cam- 
bridge, Professor Haldane stated that 
rules of conduct at the University 
•seemed to him to be less numerous 
and more lenient tiîan those of the 
English college. 

"We have fewer exams than you do," 
he went on to say, "but when ours 
come they last for days and days." 
Instead of a theoretical honor system, 
there is a . proctor system effected at 
Cambridge 'SO that the students take 
theU' examtoations with a person to 
chai'ge sitting at a high desk in front 
of the room. 

Professor Haldane, who last night 
delivered the first of a series of pub- 
lic lectures on genetics, enzymes and 
biochemistry at the University is on 
his first visit to the United States as 
well as to Berkeley, where he will re- 
mato throughout next month.
